How miuch of this Austrian right flank 
suffered defeat during the combined op- 
erations has not seemed clear, but the 
forces of Austria, which inundated the 
province of Poland, are still referred to 
fn official reports as the Austrian main 
force. 


In Rear of Austrians. 

“Russia has certainly got enough men 
in position across the front of this main 
Austrian army to restrain it, and vic- 
tories in other parts of the battlefield, 
which extends over 150 miles, have 
brought large Russian armies hardened 
by three weeks’ fighting and marching, 
into the rear of the Austrian main forces. 

“ as I understand the situation today, 
the Austrian main armies are well held 
by adequate Russian forces in front. 
Austria's center is broken and tts right 
wing demolished and no longer to be reck- 
oned with. The Russians have captured 
the capital of Galicia, commanding all the 
roads into Hungary and its capital, Buda- 
pest. They are firmly established on the 
flank and in the rear of Austria's main 
forces. The rest may be imagined, as it 
relates to the future. 

Russia has been conducting in perfect 
secrecy its combined operations against 
Austria in two regions over 400 miles 
apart, Keeping well in touch with the en- 
emy throughout this enormous distance 
and further executing a swift dash into 
Bast Prussia, another 200 miles away. 
The actual space covered by Ressia’s 
lines is considerably over a thousand 
miles. 

Russians’ Strategy Seen. 

“Over this vast. extent the attack and 
defense, cavalry raids and reconnois- 
eances on the part of all arms, with 
temporary successes and occasional mis- 
hapa, have been alternating with one 
another for months past. Only now it 
ia possible to penetrate to some extent 
the strategic plans of the commander 
in chief, and that only, as regards the 
operations which have ended in the vic- 
tery of Lvov. 

~ Russia, confident in its strength, took 


westward, while the other kept the Aus- 


trians employed along 500 or 600 miles

“ Precisely by what tactical move-

Bussians Foil Germans. 
“The Austrians would be more readily

ing this part of their plans by the Rus- 
Hand invasion of East Prussia, which 
laid the German left flank open in any 
attempts to penetrate far into Poland 
from the west.

WAR BULLET WOUNDS. 
AURENT tells us that there are 
4,300,000 people in Bulgaria. Of 
these 500,000 were soldiers. Inthe 
first Balkan war the number of 
wounded was 58,000 and the num- 
ber killed 30,000; in the second war 62,000 
were wounded and 16,000 killed—a total of 


150,000 killed and wounded, one-third of 


the total fighting strength of the popu- 
lation, or 8 per cent of the entire popula - 
tion. The killed were one-twelfth of the 
effective strength, one-fourth of the 
wounded, and 1 per cent of the total 
population. 

In addition to this heavy drain on the 
population there was the death rate from 
disease, which, Laurent tells us, was 
heavy. The deaths were divided as fol- 
lows: Fifty-five per cent due to wounds 


ot the head; 36 to 0 per cent wounds of 


the trunk, and 5 per cent wounds of the 
limbs. Rifle balls Killed 82 to 85 per cent: 
shrapnel 15 to 17 per cent, and cutting in- 
struments 1 per cent. As to Infectious 
with pus germs, 40 per cent of the shrap- 
nel wounds became infected and 10 40 28 
per cent of the rifle wounds. 

The effect of the bullet depends upon 
the distance it has traveled. These et- 
fects are divided into explosive, perforat- 
ing, vulnerant, and contusive. While the 
modern small bullet tends to bore a clean 
hole without tearing and breaking, under 
certain circumstances it teara, rende, and 
even explodes. 

As to the amount of heat developed by 
these modern rapid fire bullets, Laurent 
did not find it great enough to burn the 
skin. It was not great enough to melt 
any part of the lead, It was not even 
great enough to kill the microbes that 


adhered to it. These rapid fire bullets are 7 


less liable to carry portions of the cloth- 
ing into the wound than were the old 
types. 

Another pecultarity noted was the tend- 
ency of a bullet to keep going, and thus 
cause several wounds on various parts 
of the body. In one case one bullet made 
six wounds in a man before it finally 


stopped. 


— 
Laurent discusses the reasons why 
wounds of the abdomen do better when 
left unoperated on. It was noted in the 
Boer war that the recoveries after 
wounds of the abdomen were greater in 
those not operated on. Lejars and Lau- 
rent noted the same fact in the Balkans. 
In civil life the death rate in perforating 
wounds of the abdomen is much lowered 
by Operation. Why the difference? 
Laurent'e conclusion is that the cases 
are shaken up too much, and that they 
are not operated on quickly enough. He 
thinks an army should bé equipped with 
a special line of ambulances for those 
wounded in the abdomen. They must not 
only be comfortable but must be aseptic, 
or nearly 80.

HE prominence of Enver Bey, who 

just at present at Constantinople is 

seeking to compe] the sultan to 

throw in the lot of Turkey with 

Germany and Austria against the 

triple entente, serves to recall the tragic 
fate of his sister. 

She was the wife of Nazim Bey, Sultan 
Abdul Hamid's principal spy at Salonica 
in 1008, on the eve of the coup d'état by 
which her brother and the so-called com- 
mittee of union and progress brought 
about the overthrow of the former pa- 
dishah. 

The committee determined upon the as- 
sassination of Nazim Bey. His wife, who 
wae entirely in sympathy with the Young 
Turk movement and with her brother, 
Enver, did not hesitate to help the mur- 
derer. She left the curtain undrawn 
where she and her husband were dining 
together and placed a strong light behind 
him. Soon the shot was fired, but the 
would-be assassin had bungled. Nazim 
was only wounded.

Six weeks later the coup @ état took 
place. The Young Turk committee, clem- 
ent in triumph, condemned Nazim, who 
dy that time had recovered, not to death, 
but to exile, and sought to exalt his wife 
into a heroine. But she, to Enver's as- 
tonishment,. insisted upon accompanying 
her husband into his exile in one of the 
most remote posts in Tripoli. Nothing 
that Enver and his friends could do to

was of any avail. 

The man ts an infamous spy who de- 
serves death.“ Enver urged... “ Why 
should you share his public disgrace?” 

He is my husband.“ he answered, 

„and I love him.“ 

“You love him! But were you not a 
consenting. and even an abetting person 
to his assassination?” 

That is true,“ she replied. “I was 

willing that he should die for the sake of 

the success of our cause. But as it has 

succeeded, and as he is to live, I shall live’ 
with him. Where he goes I shall go.” 

So husband. and wife were dispatched 
to Bengazi, and when Enver went to 
Tripoli to take part in its defense against 
the Italian invasion later on, and sought 
news of his sister, he ledrned that she 
had been murdered by her husband, who 
had subsequently disappeared into the 
Interior of Africa.

There ls an old statute requiring peisons own- 
ing or running thrashing machines, corn shell- 
ers, St., operated by horse power to guard the 
shafting and other machinery.

Employ the unemployed. 

This is the simple prescription offered 
by Eugene T. Lies of the United Chari- 
ties, for the solution of Chicago's problem 
of the poor and unemployed—a problem 
which war conditions threaten to make 
nore acute day by day as winter draws 
near. 

The proposal is that the various gov- 
ernmental institutions, the park boards, 
the board of education, the street depart- 
ment, the sanitary district board, the 
board of public works, and other similar 
organizations give work to the idle. 

This proposal probably formally will 
be offered before a city council commit- 
tee for official consideration and discus- 
sion in a week. 

— 

“There is undoubtedly a, great deal of 
public work, betterments, construction, 
and the like which must be done ultimate- 
ly—why not now?’ said Mr. Lies. 

“If appropriations can be made avail- 
able to pay men cash for their labor, then 
no small part of our problem will be 
solved. 

“ The plan has the merit of being better 
both for the individual and the com- 
munity. It is better that we should en- 
able a man to earn $2 and give a return 
in service for it than that we should 
give him $1 just to keep him alive.” 

The application of such a plan, Mr. Lies 
pointed out, would require a high degree 
of skill and caution to prevent Chicago 
from drawing a vast army of unemployed 
from other centers. 

— 

“Tt would call for a city employment 
bureau of a new sort,” said Mr. Les. “lk 
would mean that trained social workers, 
capable of the same sort of investigation 
that we have to make daily, would have 
to be employed and well paid. Such city 
creat should be for the bemefit of 
bona residemts of the city in prefer- 
ence to others. 

“ If the plan is to aid the solution of the 
unemploymem problem for the city, it 
must be carefulty administered to each 
of the unemployed who count, the heade 
of families, the supporters of households. 
If the city gives work for the unemployed, 
it should not fill tis jobe with lodging 
house labor.

“Sooner or tater Chicago, the second 
city of the nation, must make some per- 
ma nent comstructive arrangement to care 
for the unemployed who become a publie 
burden ae unfailingly as the arrive! of 
winter. . 

„One of the merite of the plan pro- 
posed is that the employment of a large 
number of men on public works would 
inevitably etimulate other business enter-

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Pastors Tell About 
War Experiences. 


ASTORS whose vacations abroad 
gave them some personal insight 
into European war conditions at 
the beginning of hostilities related 
some of their experiences to their 

y. Comment on 

the causes and lessons of the war also 

were added. 

One of the humors of the sad plight in 
which Americans found themselves was 
related by the Rev. Floyd I. Beckwith, 
Pastor of the Tabernacle Baptist church, 
West Monroe street and Spaulding ave- 
nue. 

“A party of Americans,” he said, “ in 
trying to cross from Germany into Swit- 


‘zerland were put off a train six miles 


from the border and had to walk the dis- 
tance carrying the baggage. After they 
arrived at the station where they were 
to get a train again, one man picked up 
three suitcases belonging to three dit. 
ferent women to help get them aboard 
the train. Before he succeeded he was 
put under arrest, and in spite of his at- 
tempted explanations he was hurried to 
the guardhouse, still in possession of the 
suitcases. In the meantime the train 
pulled out. The women are still hunting 
for their suitcases and the man is hunting 
for the women owners 


Dr. Beckwith 3 that the strict 
censorship of news was one of the dim. 
culties with which Americans had to con- 
tend. 

“It was impossible to tell what was go- 
ing on except by inference and the in- 
comveniences with which we met,” he 
said. 

“The United States consul in Venice 
advised us against discussing the war, as 
the Italians were forbidden to do so. We 
intended to stay two days in Venice, but 
we stayed two weeks because we could 
not get away. 

We found. sentiment in Italy pro- 
nounced in favor of England and France 
and .against Germany and Austria, and 
especially against Austria. 

One of the sad sights was the depar- 
ture of a Russian nobleman, who was 
obliged to go at the call to arms and 
leave a wife seriously ill in a hospital in 
Naples. We saw many refugees, old men, 
women, and children, trudging along the 
roads with their household goods, fleeing 
from their homes. The entire war looks 
like the struggle between medieval mili- 
tarism and democracy.“ 

National ambitions, the Monroe doc- 
trine in Eurtipe, deception of the people 
by the bureaucracy, the philosophy of 
Neiche that might makes right, the lack 
of confidence of nat ions in each other, and 
the readiness for war were given as the 
reasons for the presént conflict by the 
Rev. Charles Bayard Mitchell, pastor of 
the St. James Methodist Episcopal 
church, Forty-sixth street and Ellis ave- 
nue. Dr. Mitchell arrived home from 
Scotiand last Friday. 

: — 

The lessons to de learned by Americans 
in regard to the war he summed up as 
follows: 

Thie is not our quarrel. We ought 
therefore to remain neutral. This is not 
a war of the people of Europe but of 
rulers. Any one three men-—the kaiser of 
Germany, the czar of Russia, and the 
emperor of Austrin-Hungary—could have 
prevented the war, hence they are re- 
sponsible for the war. 

This is a war for maintaining a mili- 
tary despotism. Large armaments do not 
Readiness for war in- 
cites but does not prevent war. The 
economic loss of war is more than any 
nation can endure. We must stifie the 
military spirit which calls fo# larger 
armies and cultivate friendly refations 
among the nations.“

Housewives should do their own — 
ing. They Should not be expected to 
travel long distances to make their pur- 
chases at a central market. Their market 
Places should be-handily reached in the 
hour before breakfast. 

„These markets should be attractive 
and homey, a place where the far mers 
wives and children could bring in home- 
made bread and cottage cheese and whole- 
some foods now so hard to find in Chi- 


cago. 
Waste in Elgin. 

“In Aurora and Elgin tomatoes and 
apples are wasted by the farmers, who 
explain they cannot afford to take a 
wagon.and team out for small loads. If 
there were small markets on the car lines 
where the farmer’s wife could bring in a 
basket of eggs or tomatoes there would 
be a mutual advantage. 

Housewives then could buy directly 
and cut out the profits of the middleman.” 

The ward civic league, however, has no 
intention of becoming destructive, but 
constructive, according to Mrs. A. L. 
Messier, chairman of the committee on 
markets for the league. 

“ We wish to pick up the waste ends in 
the ward.“ she said. “A little market 
place on the west side would serve many. 
The site we have chosen for a market is 
on the Aurora and Elginelectric line; the 
Pennsylvania and Northwestern tracks 
run near. The farmers would find this 
spot accessible and aleo a profitable place 
to stop with a small basket of fruit or 
half a pig, which they.cauid sell to the | 
housewives and not to the large markets. 
It has been said we would throw many 
retailers. out of business and be destruc- 
tive as a civic league. On the contrary, 
we think the plan would give men work 
and induce them to go back to the land 
on small tracts.

Mrs. Shaw, chosen president of the 
bureau, vigorously demanded cleaner 
streets, announcing that unless a marked 
improvement was noted in the work of 
the street cleaning department she would 
demand in behalf of the organization that 
the city council turn over its street ap- 
propriation for administration by the 
women. 

The city street cleaning service should 
be divoreed from politics,”’ said Mrs. 
Shaw, “and the conditions under which 
it is now being conducted. The work 
should be placed in the hands of compe- 
tent experts, both men and women. 

80 long as the street cleaning depart- 
ment is used to provide soft berths for 
the henchmen of political bosses, just so 
long will the deplorable conditions that 
exist today cohtinue and enormous 
amounts will continue to be wasted. 


Like Eastern Cities. 

“ Conditions in Chicago are similar to 
those in New York and Boston a few
